Pair Started at Bottom of 
Business Founded by 
Husband of Mrs. - Vogt 
and Worked Up. 


Two brothers found themselves 
in unexpected control of a $100,- 
000 business today but celebrated 
by going to work as usual as they 
have done for more than 25 years. 

The brothers, Louls F. Horn, vice- 

spresident and treasurer of the Un- 
ion Cooperage Co., 4136 North Sec- 
ond street, and William E. Horn, 


secretary of the company, acquired 
control through the will of Mrs. 
Julius F. Vogt, widow of the found- 
er of the concern, leaving them §00 
shares of stock which tkey esti- 
mated today to be worth $62,500. 

Mrs. Vogt, who died last Thurs- 
day at the age of 85 at her sum- 
mer home at Florissant, had served 
as president of the company since 
the death of her husband 11 years 
ago, assisted in its administration 
by the Horn brothers, who entered 
the business at the bottom and 
worked their way up. 

“Completely Knocked Out.” 

“We were completely knocked 
out when that will was opened yes- 
terday,” Louis Horn, who is secre- 
tary of the Associated Cooperage 
Industries of America, said at his 
office, “because all we expected was 
assurance of life-time jobs provided 
we maintained our interest in the 
business and our efficiency. It 
surely is unusual for an employer 
to show such appreciation. 

“But Mrs. Vogt was a remarkable 
woman and I guess she figured we 
felt about the same way about the 
business as she did—as a sort of 
practical memorial to her husband 

» who started it from scratch in 1862. 
He just had a couple of rooms then. 
Didn't even incorporate until 1886.” 

Louis Horn, who appeared at the 
plant before 8 o’clock this morning 
ready for another day “of 12 hours 
or more,” said that he and his 
brother would continue the busi- 
ness as usual, try to “perpetuate 
it,” continue to regard all connect- 
ed with it “as one happy family.” 

One Started at $7 a Week. 

William Horn, who lives at 5425 
Arlington avenue and started with 
the company in 1906 as a $7-a-week 
feneral utility man around the) 
Plant, left today for a periodical 
inspection trip of some of the lum- 
her mills controlled by the coop- 
erage concern. Louis, who is 48, a 
year his senior, lives at 7416 Au- 
fusta street, and began “keeping 
Books,” drawing $55 a month.

MOONEY ACQUITTED 
ON INSTRUCTION 
BY THE JUDGE 


Jury Told They Need Not Fol- 
low Judge’s Advice but 
Sign Verdict. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.—Su- 
perior Judge Louis H. Ward today 
instructed a jury of six men and 
six women to acquit Thomas J. 
Mooney, convicted Preparedness 
day bomber, at his trial on an in- 
dictment which had lain dormant 
in the city’s files for 17 years. 

Mooney hopes that with the 
charge out of the way he may ob- 
tain a pardon. He said‘ today he 
would ask again for a pardon. . 

The Court informed the jury that 
it need not necessarily follow his 
advice in returning the verdict, but 
ordered a verdict of acquittal pre- 
pared and the jury’ retired, but 
immediately signed the verdict as 
instructed. 

As the prosecution repeatedly 
had said it would do, it rested its 
case withot presenting any evi- 
dence. 

Judge Ward quickly denied a 
motion by Leo A Gallagher, defense 
attorney, that Israel Weinberg, one 
of the defendants in the original 
case, be brought here from Ohio at 
the county’s expense. He also denied 
the defense request for an order to 
have the District Attorney’s office 
turn over certain documents with 
relation to the case. 

Mooney rose to his feet and said 
to Judge Ward: “It is my desire 
to exercise my constitutional right 
and defend myself with the aid of 
counsel.” 

“That will be accorded,” said the 
Court.

by Gov. Park to life imprisonment. 

The death watch was to have 
been stationed this morning in the 
gaunt, 57-year-old prisoner’s cell in 
St. Louis City Jail, and he was 
scheduled to go to his death Friday. 
Decision to commute the sentence 
was reached after Ralph Pierson, 
who had been sentenced to death as 
a co-conspirator and nad obtained 
a reversal, was convicted again on 
May 6 by a jury which fixed his 
punishment at life imprisonment. 

Circuit Attorney Miller had rec- 
ommended the commutation for 
Meadows. Circuit Judge Taylor, 
who présided at the trial, concurred 
in the facts presented and. conclu- 
sions drawn by Miller, but made 
no recommendation. ' 

In announcing the order Gov. 
Park pointed out that the record 
in the case showed that Meadows 
was simply a hireling, and declared 
he thought he should not be held 
more responsible than “the real 
principal in the crime,” 
Pierson. 

Meadows, night watchman who 
admitted he fired the hotel, was 
convicted on Oct. 17, 1930, and was 
formally sentenced to the gallows 
on the following Nov. 2. He was ° 
State’s witness in both trials of 
Pierson, as also was Robert H. 
Cotham, night clerk in the hotel, 
who pleaded guilty and is now serv- 
ing a 10-year term in the peniten- 
tiary here. 

The fourth defendant in the case, 
Lewis E. Balson, one of the owners 
of the hotel, was acquitted in 1930, 
on a directed verdict of “not 
guilty” ordered by Circuit Judge 
Taylor after the State had failed 
to connect him with the charge of 
murder. 

Meadows death sentence was af- 
firmed by the State Supreme Court 
on June 10, 19382. The death watch 
was set in his cell on July 13, 1932, 
but the Supreme Court granted a 
stay, pending application for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which subse- 
quently was denied. Gov. Caulfield 
grant<cd him a reprieve on Aug. 10, 
and two other reprieves were grant- 
ed him by Gov. Park, pending final 
decision in the Pierson case.

Pursuing the matter Pecora in- 
quired as to whether the wealthy 
banker in the last two years had 
paid an income levy to any foreign 
nation. 

“I think so, in England,” Mor- 
gan replied. 

“Which year?” 
Morgan said. 

Meanwhile, it developed today 
that the House Ways and Means 
Committee—aroused by the admis- 
sion of Morgan and his partners 
that they have not paid income 
taxes in the last two years—is to 
meet soon in an attempt to “plug 
up holes” in the income tax law. 

Allegheny Corporation. 

Pecora then turned to formation 
of the Allegheny Corporation. The 
witness said he could not remember 
details, inasmuch as he was sick 
and engaged in other business at 
the time, so Whitney was called 
upon.

John W. Davis, 
former Democratic presidential 
candidate and now Morgan coun- 
sel, was immediately behind him. 

Committee counsel Pecora opened 
the hearing by addressing Morgan: 

“You were asked yesterday 
whether your firm had made any 
loans to individual officers. or di- 
rectors of commercial banks.” * 

Morgan nodded. 

The counsel then recited that the 
committee had decided to put the 
list on record. After Morgan had 
identified it by saying, “I am in- 
formed it is correct,” the list went 
into the record. 

Pecora read the names and the 
witness identified their banks. 

Loan Amounts Not Given. 
Amounts loaned were not on the 
list, which ix--luded the names of 
Davis, former Vice-President 
Charles G. Dawes and Myron Tay- 
lor of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. The record showed that 
the latter two had paid off their 
loans. 

Charles E. Mitchell, former chair- 
man of the National City Bank and 
now on trial for income tax eva- 
sion, on thé list, has disclosed that 
the loan to him has $6,000,000 out- 
standing, though it was larger at 
first. 

One loan: was listed to a joint ac 
count participated in by Harvey D. 
Gibson, Mortimer N. Buckner ‘and 
Armetus L. Gates. It was marked 
as still unpaid. Morgan testified 
they were connected with the New 
York Trust Co., but no date of the 
advance was given. 

After the list was put into the 
record, John W. Davis’ name was 
added to it, Morgan aids saying his 
Mame had accidentally been omit- 
ted. Davis is a director of the Guar- 
anty Trust Co. The loan, the 
amount of which was not given, 
was marked as repaid to the Mor- 
gan firm in 1930. 

“Not Familiar With It.” 
Pecora asked about the loan to 
Norman H. Davis. “I can't say,” 
Morgan answered, “I’m not famil- 
iar with it.” 

George Whitney, a partner in the 
firm, commented that it was a 
“very small loan.” (Davis, in 
Geneva, today said the amount of 
the loan was $50,000, some of which 
has been paid.) 

In turn Pecora asked about de- 


First National Bank of Boston and 
the loan to Charlies E. Mitchell. 
Morgan said: “I don’t know.” 

Morgan suggested that Whitney 
be called and smiled as Pecora 
continhied down the loan llist. “I 
have to give you tne same answer 
to all those questions about de- 
tails of loans outstanding,” he said. 

Clash Over Course of Inquiry. 

A clash otcurred between com- 
mittee members over the course of 
the inquiry. 

Senator Glass ‘Dem.), Virginia, 
protested, buf Chairman Fletcher 
insisted the inquiry should go on 
as a basis for bank legislation. 

“With respect to chartered 
banks,” Pecora asked, “you are fa- 
miliar with the limits or the 
amount of loans to a single indi- 
vidual?” 

“T am roughly familiar with it,” 
Morgan said. 

“Do you approve of the princi- 
ple of such a limitation?” “I don’t 
know enough about it. It is a mat- 
ter of legislation which must be 
conformed to by commercial 
banks.” 

“You have no opinion of its rea- 
sonableness?” “I have no opinion. 
I have no opinion on thé reason- 
ableness of the law.” 

Senator Glass interrupted to say 
that for 40 years Congress had held 
the opinion such loans should be 
limited to 10 per cent, “and I don’t 
believe an opinion of Mr. Morgan 
would alter Congress’ opinion.” 

Confidential Relations. 

“Have you any opinion of the 
wisdom of applying such limita- 
tions to private banks?” Pecora 
asked. “My opinion is it wouldn't 
be necessary,” Morgan replied. 

Pecora asked if J. P. Morgan & 
Co. had opposed New York State 
legislation for more extensive éx- 
amination of private banks. “I 
don’t know of my own knowledge.” 

“Is the failure of your firm to 
advertise as a bank intended to 
avoid examination?” “That is the 
natural conclusion.” 

“Why do you object to this in- 
vestigation which is given commer- 
cial banks?” “I object because our 
relations with our clients are much 
more confidéntial than the rela- 
tions between a commercial bank 
and its customers can be,” Morgan 
said. 

Fletcher and Glass Clash. 

As to putting private banks un- 
der the same legal regulation as 
commercial banks, Pecora asked of 
Glass whether he had overlooked

Fletcher broke in to say that 
banks did an interstate business 
and he didn’t doubt that Congress 
had authority. Glass said nothing 
had been done and Fletcher then 
shot at him: 

“Yes, a banking subcommittee 
has been trying to frame legisla- | 
tion for two years, but it hasn't 
done anything.” | 

Glass heads the subcommittee 
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legislation. He flushed and looked 
over his spectacles at Fietcher. 

Pecora resumed his questioning. 

We Can Work Swiftly.” 

“I think the chief reason why 
our relation to our depositors is 
more confidential than those of a 
commercial bank,” Morgan said, 
“is that we have no board of direc- 
tors, no shareholders, we can work 
swiftly, do what we want to do. 
Lots of people don’t want directors 
to know their private affairs.” 

“I think many bank directors 
don’t know anything about their 
depositors’ affairs,” Couzens com- 
mented dryly. 

Pecora inquired: “Why do you 
think your relations with your cus- 
tomers are more confidential than 
the relations of commercial banks 
with their depositors?” 

Morgan hesitated. He began’ a 
Sentence, paused, started and 
paused again. “Mr. Pecora,” he 
finally said, “I’m not accustomed 
to this type of questioning. That 
is why I have a little difficulty in 
replying.” 

Glass asked: “If the New York 
State authorities should regard the 
conduct of your bank as detri- 
mental to the public interest, 
couldn’t the Assembly pass a. law 
to investigate or supervise?” 

Morgan nodded and Glass said: 
“It looks to me that we are includ- 
ing New York State in this inqui- 
sition.” 

“So you think the chief differ- 
ence between the relation of a 
commercia! and private bank with 
their depositors is that the latter 
| have no directors and sharehold- 
ers?” Pecora asked Morgan. “Well, 
they have certain limitations by 
law and get certain privileges,” 
Morgan said. 

He submitted a prepared state- 

ment as to the differences and that 
was put into the record. 
Most of the committee members 
ustened without joining in the 
questioning, but Glass and Fletcher 
frequently interrupted. 

George Whitney, the Morgan 
partner, occasionally intervened to 
help his chief answer quéstions. 
Morgan would sit motionless and 
expressionless while his associate 
spoke from behind him, as though 
he were not even listening.

“How did you get that mortgage 
on the home of Charles E. Mitch- 
ell?”

Asked his opinion on examination 
of public banks, Morgan said: “The 
examination of public banks is a 
human act. It is carried out by 
humans and they may not be very 
successful.” 


“There was examination of mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve 
System over a great many years 
and it hasn’t protected all deposi- 
tors from losses,” said Couzens. “It 
hasn't insured the depositor against 
losses—certainly,” said Morgan. 


Greater Than Market Value. 

Pointing out that the Morgan 
condition for Dec. 31, 1932, carried 
$34,836,422.07 time loans, and §$47,- 
869;164.93 demand loans, Pecora ask- 
ed how they were listed. Morgan 
replied they were carried at the 
value of the collateral. 

“Is the amount due and unpaid 
on loans greater than the market 
value of the collateral today?” ask- 
ed Pecora. “It is,” said Morgan. 


George Whitney said some of the 
loans were uncollateralized, but 
that a reserve fund had been set up 
against them. The reserve fund, he 
said, however, was for $3,500,000, 
while there was due and unpaid $5,- 
800,000 in round figures. 

Pecora asked Morgan if his firm 
ever had given a depositor a state- 
ment of its position. “Each depos- 
itor could have had one but nobody 
has ever asked for one. My father 
made that statement before on the 
stand in the Pujo investigation.” 
He added that this investigation 
was “the only public statement we 
ever made about anything.” 

Morgan told Senator Barkley 4 
new partner “is assigned a portion 
of the profits and losses in the 
same proportion. There is no capi- 
tal.” 

“There is nothing standing to the 
new partners’ credit?” Barkley 
asked. “Not until profits come in.” 

“If there are no profits?” Couz- 
ens asked. “Then he is assigned a 
loss and works it off.” 

“Do you get a financial statement 
of a néw partner?” “No,” Morgan 
said. “We know them pretty well 
before we get them in.” 

As to the loan to Charles E. 
Mitchell, placed at $10,000,000, Whit- 
ney said it was made to aid him in 
maintaining a parity between Na- 
tional City Bank stock and stock of 
the Corn Exchange Bank, with 
which it was being merged. The 
merger was never consummated. 
The. outstanding portion of this 
loan, $5,800,000, is now undercol- 
laterialized, it was asserted, but re- 
serves have been set up against it.

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SETTLE oT OF 
1200 NUT F KERS 


——————— 
Mich Are Expected to 
Double the Wages Hither- 
to Paid. 


An eight-day strike of 1200 
women employed as nut pickers at 
the four branches opérated by the 
R. E. Funsten Co. was terminated 
late yesterday with the acceptance 
by the workers of terms expected 
to double their wages. The adjust- 
ment of differences was brought 
about through a committee named 
by Mayor Dickmann, which con- 
ducted an all-day hearing at City 
Hall. 

Following tentative acceptance of 
the agreement by the strikers’ 
committee which attended the hear- 
ing, Mayor Dickmann accompanied 
the members to 1243 North Garri- 
son avenue, Communist headquar- 
ters, which had been used as head- 
quarters by the strikers, and ad- 
dressed about 700 workers. Stand- 
ing on a bench in the yard, he ex- 
plained the terms and told of. the 
work of his investigation commit- 
tee. He was applauded enthusias- 
tically and thanked by strike lead- 
ers for his interest and assistance. 

Means Loss, Employer Says. 

Eugene M. Funsten, president of 
the company, said today that he 
had not been officially notified of 
the action of emplo; 3, but that 
the branch at 1517 Morgan street 
would be operated tomorrow if no- 
tification reached him in time to 
obtain necessary supplies. It will 
require a day or two longer to get 
other branches in operation, he 
says. 

“Although the wage incerases 
will make it certain that we must 
operate at a loss unless the nut 
market advances substantially soon, 
we are hopeful that this will hap- 
pen,” Funsten said. “I didn’t know 
Mayor Dickmann before, but” we 
have a real Mayor and we are 
grateful to him for his help. Al- 
though it will cost us money, we 
are glad we have a Mayor who hag 
the public good in mind. 

Strikers said they had not re- 
ceived a “living wage” under old 
terms based upon a scale of 3 cents 
a pound for kernels. The average 
good nut picker, they said, was able 
to make only about $3 a week. The 


new terms provide 920 cents for~ 


picking a 25-pound box of cracked 
nuts and will result in an avérage 
increase in wages of 100 per cent. 
The company’s first offer of a 75- 
cent scale was refused by the 
strikers’ committee, and the com- 
pany thén offered a higher price. 

Although the terms of the agree- 
ment do not include formal recog- 
nition of the newly formed union, 
Funsten said he would be glad to 
' receive delegations of workers 
wishing to register complaints at 
any time. About 1100 of the com- 
pany’s 1200 employes are Negroes.

“MITEL TL 


Says Defendant Told Na- 
tional City Co. Directors 
in Its Behalf. 


By the Associated Press. 
~NEW YORK, May 24.— Gerard 
Swope, president of the General 
Electric Co., took the stand today 


in the trial of Charlies E. Mitchell, 


former chairman of the board of|__ 


the National City Bank, charged 
with income tax evasion. 

Swope said he was a director of 
the National — Bank and the 
National City 

Federal District Attorney Medalie 
asked him if he recalled an infor- 
mal meeting of the directors of the 
National City Co. early th 1932. He 


did. 

“Did Mr. Mitchell make a claim 
or demand with respect to any ob- 
ligation against the bank or the 
National City Co. and if so, what 
demand?” : 
‘Steuer objected to the question 
and the objection Was sustained. 

“Did he say anything as to what 
he was asking the National City 
Co. to do for him?” Again Steuer 
objected and both ‘attorneys went 
up to the bench, Medalie agreeing 
to tell the court just whet he was 
trying to prove before getting a 
ruling. 

The directors’ meeting, Swope had 
said, was held in March, 1932. On 
March 24, 1922, Mitchell bought 
back from Mrs. Mitchell, at $212, 
the 18,300 shares of National City 
Bank stock he had sold her in De- 
cember, 1929. He recorded his loss 
in making up his income tax. On 
the day he bought the stock back, 
its bid price was 43% and its asked 
price 45%. 

Explanation to Directors. 

After 20 minutes argument, 
Steuer and Medalie returned to the 
counsel table and Swope was per- 
mitted to answer the question. 

“Mr. Mitchell said that in Octo- 
ber, 1929, he had bought 28,300 
shares of National City Bank stock 
on behalf of the National City Co., 
that he had acted in the company’s 
behalf and that the company ought 
to hold him harmless as a result 
of that situation,” the witness said. 

“What did he say he wanted the 
company to do?” “He did’nt say 
specifically.” 

“Did he say he had borrowed 
money from the Morgans to buy 
the stock?” “Yes. He said he had 
put up his own securities as coliat- 
eral in addition to the stock he had 
bought. The amount of the loan 
was $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 as I re- 
call it.” 

“Did he want the company to 
take the stock back?” “I don’t be- 
lieve he said anything, specifically. 
He presented his claim in broad 
terms.” 

Questioned About Sale. 

“Did he gay he had sold any of 
the stock?” “I don’t remember 
whether he said so, or whether it 
came out in the discussion.” 

“What did he say about the com- 
pany’s taking up the loan with the 
Morgans?” “I don’t recall that he 
said anything at all about the com- 
pany’s taking up the loan.” 

“Did you know the price of the 
stock at that time?” “Of course.” 

“Did Mr. Mitchell mention at that 
time that he had sold the 18,300 
shares?” “Not to me.” 

A question by Steuer brotight 
from Swope the statement that 
whether Mitchell had sold 18,300 
shares was not discussed at ali, 

Takes Up Copper Sale. 

Medalie, remarking that his next 
witness, George Whitney, could not 
be present, said he would start pre- 
senting the evidence in connection 
with the sale of Anaconda Copper 
stock in 1930. He read a note from 
“C. E. M.” to “Dear George” (ap- 
parently Whitney) by which a 
conversation they had had regard- 
ing the sale of the Anaconda stock 
to W. D. Thornton was confirmed.

Anti-Prohibition Turnout Exceeds All Ex- 
pectations—Delegates Meet in Con- 
vention at Albany June 27.

ALBANY, N. Y.) May 24. — By a 
vote~of nearly 12 to 1, New York 
yesterday became the sixth state to 
declare in favor of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.

the other states in the repeal list. 
Thirty more states must ratify re- 
peal before the prohibition amend- 
ment is erased from the Federal 
Constitution. Legislatures in 27 
states have provided the necessary 
machinery to approve or disap- 
prove. Twenty-five of these elec- 
tions will be held this year and two 
next year. In three states, the Leg- 
islatures adjourned without action. 
Governors of two states vetoed con- 
vention bills. 

The vote in New York City yes- 
terday was about 41 to 1 for repeal, 
the figures being 1,047,068 for re 
peal; 25,506 against. 

Fifty-two of the 57 up-state coun- 
ties and the five counties of New 
York City reported an incomplete 
total vote of 1,724,368 for repeal, 
153,414 against. This was on the 
basis of reports from 6942 of 8120 
districts. 

Only rural Yates, Delaware and 
Schoharie Counties were dry on the 
basis of incomplete returns. 

Courtland County, which in for- 
mer years was dry by a wide mar- 
gin, reported a substantial major- 


‘ity for repeal. 


As a result of the vote, 150 dele- 
gates pledged to repeal will meet 
here June 27 and formally ratify 
the repeal proposal. 


A few rural counties with in- 


| 


complete returns showed the vote 
close enough to be overturned by 
later figures, but for the most part 
even communities heretofore dry 
returned wet majorities. In Albany, 
Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse and 
most of the smaller cities the vote 
was heavy for repeal.

PLAN WORKED OUT FOR WORLD 
ACTION ON WHEAT SURPLUS 


Proposals to Be Submitted to Eco- 
nomic Conference in 
London.

GENEVA, May 24.—The Council 
of the League of Nations was in- 
formed today of a definite-plan for 
international action to deal with 
the wheat surplus. 

The Council received and adopt- 
ed a report from the Economic 
Committee saying that when the 
delegates to the international wheat 
conference meet again in London 
they hope to submit to the world 
economic conference a plan pro- 
viding: 

1. For limitation of production 
and, if necessary, of exports. 

2. For liquidation of stocks. 

3. For maintenance of a reazon- 
able import margin in European 
importing countries. 

“A substantial rise in the price 
of wheat,” the report said, “wouid 
be a powerful remedy for the dis- 
tress of agriculturists and would 
help materially in mitigating the 
general depression.”

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The in- 
dustry control bill comes up tomor- 
row in the House with pansage ex- 
pected once resistance in the Rules 
Committee is broken down. 

The formal report on the bill, 
made public by Chairman Doughton 
of the Ways and Means Committee, 
held that the “inconvenient tax bur- 
den” to be imposed in financing the 
bill’s $3,300,000,000 of public works 
would be many times exceeded by 
benefits of new employment.

Republicans Oppose Tax Hike. 

Filed late last night, the report 
unanimously was agreed to by the 


bi-partisan Ways and Mean: Com- 
mittee, except for the $220,000,000 
tax program, objected to by the Re- 
publicans, who had fought for the 
sales tax. The levies, forced into 
the bill by the Democrats, increase 
the income and gasoline taxes, and 
make stock dividends subject to the 
higher income impostg. 

These additional taexs, the report 
said, “are temporary in character 
and may be eliminated by proclama- 
tion by the President when operat- 
ing revenues exceed operating ex- 
penditures, or when the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment opens a 
new and ample source of revenue to 
the Government.” 

It addd, that “as a matter of pre- 
caution” the numerous excise taxes 
passed in the biltion dollar revenue 
bill last year and expiring on June 
30, 1934, were to be continued until 
July 1, 1935. 

“Should Be Cheerfully Borne.” 

“This will furnish a factor of 
safety and may also permit the 
earlier removal of the three ad- 
ditional taxes provided for,” Dough- 
ton said. “Thi: extension should 
not be construed as a desire on the 
part of the committee to retain 
these excise taxes longer than is 
absolutely necessary.” 

Asserting itself “reluctant to im- 
pose additional taxes at this-time,” 
the committee said: 

“However, th. benefits which will 
undoubtedly result from the gen- 
eral provisions of the bill will af- 
fect favorably nearly every man, 
woman and child in the United 
States.

Consisting of 10 State Senators, 15 State Repre- 
sentatives and the presiding officer of each house 
of the Kansas Legislature, this council will meet 
at léast otice every four months to go over the legisla- 
tive needs ofthe State. Heretofore, such matters 
have had the attention of the Kansas Legislature 
during a term of something more than 50 days every 
two years.

In a time when each session of every 
legislative body is literally swamped with bills, it 
can serve as a fact-finding agency whose advisory 
opinions can be of material help to the Legislature 
proper.

As described in a report from Dodge City, the Kan- 
sas Council is authorized to meet in any part of thé 
State. It may send, without creating the stir occa- 
sioned by a session of the Legislature, two or three 
of its members on a mission to ascertain the will of 
the people on a particular matter. Since as many as 
a half-dozen or more smaller groups will be at work 
much of the time, the lobbyist will find it hardér to 
keep advised of developments. Moréover, he will be 
without the bargaining power which he receives from 
the presence of the full membership of the Legisla- |. 
ture during a regular session. 

No one will expect its Interim Legislative Council 
to solve all of thé problems atténdant upon the mak- 
ing of laws in Kansas. Its recommendations will 
still face the whole Legislature for approval or dis- 
approval.

Except for the last men- 
tioned, the commission is more or less 
committed to the plans already. Concrete 
pavements vould not be needed for some 
time to come, if ever. The new style of 
“black top” surfacing probably would 
suffice. These are not suggested as 
routes for top-speed driving, for truck- 
ing and for busses, but chiefly for attrac- 
tive, short avenues, away from commer- 
cial traffic, for passenger cars headed 
for some of the State's chief pleasure 
spots. They would help in the develop- 
ment of Missouri as a resort region.

The Polish-German frontier 
is the most conspicuous example. The pro- 
hibition upon thé union of Austria with Ger- 
many is another examplé.

merely because of the amendments. 
One of the greatest values of our 
Supreme Court is in the changes 
it has made in the Constitution. The 
Court has its ear to the ground 
and is in close touch with the will 
of the people.” 

The speaker discussed the 
grounds upon which the constitu- 
tionality of such measures as the 
farm relief act and minimum wages 
law is likely to be attacked. 

First was the delegation of 
“legislative authority” to the Presi- 
dent and other executive officers. |: 
There was no question that in the 
popular view vast “legislative 
powers” were given to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, one of them— 
the power of taxation—always 
jealously guarded as a legislative 
function. But for 40 years the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture had been ex- 
ercising such functions by making 
regulations for private use of pub- 
lic forest lands. The Supreme 
Court upheld this function as not 
an invasion of legislative power. 

Court Must Go Farther. 

The question, then, as he saw it, 
was: Are the powers given the 
President and other executive of- 
fices such as will be defined by the | 
court as “legislative” or only as 
“administrative,” carrying out a 
policy laid down by Congress? He 
thought the latter view will be 
adopted, although the court will 
have to go much farther than ever 
before. 

He was not so sure about an- 
other point—the extension of Fed- 
eral authority under the interstate 
commerce clause of the Constitu- 
tion. This power is invoked to li- 
cense processors for purpose of 
taxation in the farm relief act and 
also in the industrial bill for con- 
trolling production. He pointed 
out the Supreme Court held in the 
child labor decision that manufac- 
ture is not cOmmerce, but precedes 
commerce, and that products could 
not be barred from interstate com- 
merce simply because children were 
employed in their manufacture. Yet 
it was his opinion ¢he Court will 
now take another view of these 
matters. 

* Involves Serious Risks. ; 

There was also the question of 
the desirability of the acts—will 
they accomplish their purpose? He 
didn’t know; the President has 
frankly admitted: they are experi- 
mental. But they were based on 
realities, on things as they are, 
and not on wishful thinking. They 
were a “draft of fresh air on the 
whole situation.” He thought the 
program was a serious effort to 
establish new conditions; that it 
has been hastily framed to meet an 
emergency, and that it~ involves 
serious risks, “but prioneers must 
always take risks.” 

Under existing conditions, he 
thought, the country must accept 
either “executive leadership” under 
a representative government, or 
dictatorship. Congresa, is cumber- 
some and with a strong leader, in 
the presidency it has to follow the 
will of the President. Hoover 
could have been a leader, but early 
in his administration he “abdicat- 
ed his leadership.” 

Roosevelt Looking Forward. 

He thought Hoover made a sin- 
cere effort to bring recovery, but 
was looking backward to the nor- 
mal conditions of the old system.

After the partner showed a second 
ace, opener co-operates to the ex- 
tent of assuring his partner that he 
holds two aces, but warns him that
